Note 1 - Organization and Nature of Business:

I Note 4 - Net Capital Requirements:
As a member of FINRA, the Company is subject to the SECUniform Net Capital Ruler(SEC Rule

I 15c3-1), which i-equires the maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that the ratio ofaggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defmed, should not exceed 15 to 1. As of December
31, 2017, the Company had net capital of $145,183, which was $140,183 in excess of its required
net capital of $5,000. The Company's net capital ratio was 0.13 to 1.

Note 5 - Concentrations:

The Company maintains all of its cash in financial institutions, which at times, may exceed
federally insured limits. The Company has not experienced any losses in such accounts and
believes it is not subject to any significant credit risk on cash.

Note 6 - Related Party Transactions:

The Company entered into an expense sharing agreement with the Parent whereby the Parent
would.provide certain services required by the Company to operate its business, including
employee compensation and benefits, office facilities and services.
